\ deputation from the Blackrock Urban 
lisipick Council waited on the Minister for 
Local Government yesterday in order to press 
upon the Government the urgent necessity of 
adopting measures to ensure a full supply of 
sure milk to the population generally, and to 
children in particular. 

The members of the deputation were ;—Mr. 
J. P. McCabe, Chairman of the Counejl ; Mr. 
W. H. Knight, Mr. William Harding, and Mr. 
John Mooney, Town Clerk. Representatives 
í the Department of Agficulture were: pre- 
sent. 

Mr. Harding said that the guestion had been 
raised by hint at a meeting of the Blackfock 
Urban Council recently, a resolution pro- 
nosed by him was unanimously adopted, to 
the effect that it was of urgent importance 
that the Government should, without delay, 
institute an inquiry into the subject of the 
milk s@pply of the cities and urban districts 
iy the Free State, with a view to the purifica- 
tion of milk, and to a substantial reduction in 
‘rice. to the consumer. seán 
' He now sabmitted to the Minister three 
ovitstanding faets: (1) Owing the excessive 
price of milk, especially in : blin, it ws 
holly impossible for industrial workers and 
small. wage-earners, with young families, to 
provide a sufficient quantity of milk to feed 
their children ; (2) the conditions under which 
milk was produced and distributed within the 
city, and under which it was usually conveyed 
to the city from without, were incompatible 
with purity, and the absence of becteriglagion’ 
testing and of Pasteurising constitut a 
menace to the public health; (3) there was an 
abundant supply of milk avajlable in the Free 
State, and great quantities of it were w 
tor want of proper transport facilities. 
VERY GREAT EVIL. ee. 

The deputation had come with the object of 
pressing upon the Government the urgent 
necessity for inquiry, with the object of dis- 
covering how practical means might be de- 
vised for remedying an evil of great propor- 
‘ions. Without State aid and Age og a 
operation private enterprise covic not, in tt 
maaewerndg hope to overcome the difficulties 
that lay in the way of success. : 

Mr. Knight explained that he fad come in 
jlace of Lady Dockrell, who was indisposed. 
He said that if milk could not be obtained 
by the poor in the ordinary way the Govern- 
ment should take action. The point was, how 
best milk could be obtained at a cheap rate, 
so. that. it could be available for the children. 

The money that was being spent on school 
attendance inspectors, he said, would be better 
spent by supplying the children in the schouls 
with a glass of milk daily, He suggested the 
opening of manicipal depóts to whe farmers 
could bring their milk, and where town and 
cjiv eonsamers could buy it at a reasonable 
price ‘The high prices charged by the Dublin 
cow-keepers ought to be mvestigated.

The ordfháry business of the Dublin Cor- 
poration was interrupted three times yester- 
day in order that the treatment of political 
prisoners might be discussed. 

First of all, a deputation, consisting of 
Messrs. Griffin and Byrne and a young man 
who was released yesterday morning, asked 
the Corporation to use its influence to secure 
freedom for the prisoners. 

Mr. Griffin made a statement about the 
alleged ill-treatment of the prisoners, and 
declared that “if any of these men die the 
blosd-gailt “wilt be upon those‘ who failed. in 
some way to obtain their release.” He main- 
tained that there. was no necessity to keep the 
men in jail. 

Mr. Byrne said it was in the interests of 
peace that the prisoners should be released. 

- The Lord Mayor (Alderman L. O'Neill), 
replying to a remark by Mr. Byrne, said that 
it was not fair for any man er body of men to 
come there to lecture the Corporation. He 
and his colleagues were as sympathetic as 
anybody else towards those who were suffer-. 
ing, and they would do what they could to 
see justice done. 

r. Byrne said he would withdraw. He 
would not labour the point beyond saying 
that the young man who was present, atid 
was released after £5 days’ hunger-strike, bad 
been compelled to sleep in a stable in New- 
bridge with 16 others. 

The Lord Mayor said that as fac as he was 
concerned, and speaking for his colleagues, 
they were anxious to do anything they could. 

The deputation withdrew. 

At a later stage, Mrs. McGlynn, wife of an 
employé of the Vorporation, appeared before 
the meeting with her three children, and 
said that her husband had been imprisoned 
for fifteen months: he was now ill. He had 
been brutally treated, and she was rnable to 
hear from him. She wanted the Council to 
use their influence to have him and the other 
political prisoners released.

GAUZE MASKS AND GOGGLES. 

Superintendent Robinson having proved a 
map of the locality, Matthew Shally was then 
examined and described how the three men 
came to his house. James Boyle, he said, 
wore a dark brown suit and leggings; Caul- 
field and Charles Boyle were deamed ch grey. 
All three were disguised with white gauze 
masks over their faces, and James Boyle 
wore goggles. It was Charles Boyle who 
gave the order to fire. James Boyle fired 
at witness, and the bullet passed by his left 
shoulder and lodged in the jamb of the door. 
Hix brother was shot dead. When the men 
decamped witness missed his silver ‘watch. 

Witness said that he knew the Boyles since 
they were children. He had not known Caul- 
field, but he identified him at the Civic 
Guard barracks in Athlone. He had no fire- 
arms in his house on the night of the murder. 

AP RAID AT THE INQUENT. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Wood, witness said 
he was certain Caulfield was in his house on 
the night of the murder. He identified him 
when marched into the square at the Civic 
Guards barracks, Athlone. He was on his 
oath at the inquest, but was afraid to tell the 
truth. He did not give the men’s names, 
because he was afraid he would be shot him- 
self. He only described their appearance. at 
the inquest. 

Dr. Matthew Crowe deposed to examining 
the body of Patrick Shally and finding two 
entrance wounds—one at the point of the 
shoulder and the other under the collar bone. 
There were corresponding exit wounds. The 
second bullet passed through an artery and 
was sufficient to canse death. 

Sergeant Peter Casey, Civic Guard, gave 
evidence that he questioned the three accused 
as to their whereabouts on the Sunday of the 
crime. Charles Boyle said he was in Tagma- 
connell; that Jack Caulfield was with him, 
and that they came back about 5.30 o'clock, 
Witness asked him where he was at 10 o’clock 
on Sunday night, and he said he was crossing 
the bridge at that time. Caulfield said he 
was in John Kildea’s at 2 o'clock on Sunday 
and that he returned to Athlone about 3 or 4 
o'clock, .He said he was in Macken’s, public- 
house at 9 or 10 o'élock, After leaving it he 
' went out the road for a walk’’ with Charlie 
Boyle and James Boyle. Caulfield also said 
that he and Charlie Boyle wore grey suits. 
James Boyle said he wore a brown coat, 
knickers, and leggings. 

In crose-examination, witness told Mr. Wood 
that he questioned the men separately. 

Michael Curley, taxi-cab pvoprietor, Ath- 
lane, gave evidence that the prisoners hired 
a car from him on the Sundav in question. 
He drove them to Tagmaconnel!l. They went 
into a boreen there, and after being away 20 
or 50 minutes returned to the car. They 
then drove off towards Athlone, and asked 
him to “let them doWn” when they were 
about a mile from the town. He did so and 
returned alorie to town about 2 o'clock. 
James Macken, publican, Athlone, deposed 
that on this Sunday night about 7 o'clock 
John Caulfield and Charles Boyle went to his 
house with a third man, whom he did not 
know. They had three pints of stout each 
and went away after about five minutes. 
They were then quite sober. 

Norman lUyster, hardware merchant, said 
that Caulfield was in his employment for 
about two years. Witness stocked stone- 
breakers’ goggles such as those found Soutside 
Shally’s house. 

The further hearing was adjourned until 
11.30 this morning. His lordship ordéred that 
the jury be taken in charge by the Sheriff for 
the night. . 
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STEEL, MANUFACTURE. 


NATIONAL «STANDARDS AND 
RIGID INSPECTION. 


“ The Insppetion of Steel,” was the subject 
of a oe read at a meeting of the [ngineer- 
ing and Scientifie Association of Ireland, at 
University College, Dublin, last. night, by 
Mr. H. Grattan, A.R.S.M., who described the 
different. methods of manufacturing steel. 
Slides, showing typical, modern plant, etc., 
were thrown jon screen. 

The lecturer dealt with the setting and 
cooling off of the steel ingots, which, he said, 
was the main factor in the produetion of 
turbine motors,- free from internal flaws and 
required rigid inspection. He urged the need 
for national standards and for abstracting the 
best from American specifications, instead af 
slavishly copying British fications. . He 
also recommended inspection of solid forgings. 
liable to high |etresses (e.g., turbine motors) at 
the makers’ works. The lecturer emphasised 
the need for /State regulations governing the 
import of ‘solid forgings, and advised the em- 
ployment of chemists in cast-iron foundries..

BERLIN, Monday. - 


President Ebert and the Government of the 
Reich to-day issued an appeal to the German 
nation, in the course of which it is stated 
that in this very serious time Germany is 
tireatened with internal convulsions. Cer- 
tain sections of the community, although 
numerically not strong, are relying on the-dis- 
tress of the people to attempt to exercise 
illegal pressure on the Government, and to 
threaten to throw the torch of internecine 
warfare among the people. 

The appeal adds that the Government of 
the Reich has resolved to repel all such at- 
tempts to the utmost of its authority. The 
maintenance of the unity of the Reich and 
law and order in the interior are the neces- 
sary perquisites for overcoming the present 
distress, resulting from unemployment, the 
serions economic conditions, and the un- 
paralleled foreign political appeal. 

Finally, the appeal warns the le 


ecainst all such acts, in order that those 


rsonages, who are con- 
scious of Germany's intolerable distress and 
who desire to help Germany, should not 
despair of the German people. The German 
Government possesses the n strength 
to deal With any putsch, and to protect the 
Constitution of the Reich.

FACTS ABOUT THE STRIKE, 


The following are the chief facts concerning 
the strike :— 
In consecuence of the employers’ notice to 
reduce wa &: by 12s. a week, and thereby 
bring them into closer relationship with the 
wages paid in British and Northern Ireland 
ports, the dockers stopped work on July 16th. 
The men lost about £200,000 in wages. — 
‘Strike pay” cost the Transport Union 
about £32,000. 
Dublin’s supplies of necessaties were main- 
tained by chartered ships. The freights were 
higher than those usually charged, and the 
increases were reflected in the cost of living. 

The workers were divided. One section 
followed the Transport Union's Executive, 
while the other followed the “‘ Strike Com- 
mittee.’ 

The Conferences which the Ministry of In- 
dustry and Commerce convened in July and 
August failed to reach an agreement. 

In October President Cosgrave called an- 
other conference, and the employers and the 
Union’s Executive agreed that work should 
be resumed on the terms suggested by the 
Government—a reduction of a shilling a day 
in wages and an inquiry into the whole posi- 
tion of dock labour in Dublin. 

This settlement was accepted by a majority 
of the men, and the Executive announced that 
any man who did not work would not receive

THE POSITION. 
“How do we stand. to-day?’ asked Mr, 
Asquith. It seems to be universally under. 
stood that we are on. the verge of a new elec- 
tion; though upon the precise time and season 
at which it is to take place the declarations 
of —, _ as unilluminating and as dis- 
cordant as they are upon the policy which i 
to be submitted to the aushion : sa 
The Chancellor of the Exchequer told them

CONDITIONS UNCHANGED. 

In what material respect had the situation 
changed since Mr. Bonar Law’s pledge and 
declaration ? © Unemployment was just as 
grave and pressing a problem twelve months 
ago as to-day, If Protection was a remedy 
for it now it was just as much a remedy then. 
What was it that had opened the eyes of Mr. 
Baldwin and some, at any rate, of his 
colleagues? Mr. Baldwin said that he had 
never been a “‘ doctvinaire’’ economist, just 
as Lord Derby announced, to justify his 
accession to the ranks of the ‘‘ open minders,” 
that, though a Free Trader, he was not & 
“ bigoted Free Trader.” 

“it looks,” said Mr. Asquith, “as if we 
are about to witness the evolution of a new 
type, which, if I may borrow a term 
from the woollen industry, one might, perhaps, 
call, without offence, ‘the cross-bred Fred 
Trader.’ ’ 

He had always based his advocacy of 
Free Trade upon the hard, concrete facts of 
the actual economic conditions and require- 
ments of Great Britain. Since 1914 conditions 
had changed in the sense not of weakening, 
but of strengthening,the case for Free Trade as 
the permanent fiscal policy of Great Britain. 
So far as one could gather, the new policy 
had two ayowed objects—(1) To fight unem- 
ployment at home; (2) to develop and cement 
the unity of the Empire.

Fle would deal briefly with the first of these 
proposals, reserving the second for a later 
Speech, ouly asserting “that Imperial 
Preference, which did not extend either to 
food or to raw materials, was nothing but a 
hollow sham. As to the policy of killing un- 
employment by import duties, the first ques- 
tion was—What evidence was there for the 
propositiou, which was never suggested, or 
even hinted at, a year, or evea six months, 
ago, that a main, of not the principal, cause 
of unemployment was the import of overseas 
oods ? 

What were the facts? In 1915 unemploy- 

ment had reached its minimum, 2 per cent. 
For the last three years it had been over 15 
ye cent. But what were the comparative 
gures of the country’s umport trade. The 
imports were very substantially greater in 
1913 than they were in any of the last three 
years on the basis of pre-war prices. That 
was true oí the imports as a whole, and most 
strikingly of the imports of manufactures. 
But the matter did not rest there. 
An analysis had been made for him of the 
proportion of the total unemployment which 
belonged to the industries that could be helped 
by the new tariff. The total of unemployed 
was roughly 1,340,000. The number vf those 
belonging to the trades in question was not 
greater than 140,000. The trades which were 
most depressed. to which the great majority of 
the unemployed belonged—shipbuilding, engi- 
neering, cotton, not to.mention transportation 
and distribution—were of a kind that no tariff 
could help. So that this new weapon which 
Mr. Baldwin declared at Plymouth was the 
only way of fighting unemployment world, 
under present conditions, give no relief to 
some 90 per cent. of the whole. 


THE REAL CAUSE. 


The whole question might be summed up in 
two single propositions—(1) Imports were less 
than they were, while unemployment was de- 
plorably greater; (2)—and further—the vast 
mass of unemployment was to be found not 
in the trades which the new duties would 
protect, but in those which would be alto- 
gether beyond its scope. 

What is the real cause of the growth in 
unemployment? The real cause is that the 
total trade of the world has shrank, ‘Europe 
is unable te buy on the old scale, and the 
volume of exports has declined. We who 
depend more than any other country on our 
export trade have been on that side the hardest 
hit, and that is the main reason why so 
many of our peonle are unemployed. Protec- 
tion in either of he forms now suggested 
would still further hamper and handicap our 
export trade. i 

i“ The. remedy is to restore the productive 
capacity and the exchange power of the world, 
That was the opinion of Mr, Baldwin himself 
as lately as three months ago. There is no 
other road, and we are simply walking into « 
blind alley if we allow ourselves to be misled 
by these half-hearted, short-sighted, lop-sided 
experimenis in Protection.”

CANON OSBORNE. 

Canon Osborne, in proposing that the best 
thanks of the Gociety be tendered to the 
Auditor, said that the address was. to be 
praised for the historical investigation of 
which it gave evidence, for its grouping of 
the various forces which created the Reforma- 
tion, and were embodied in it, and for taking 
up the whole question into the region of prin- 
ciples and viewing it in its general compass, 
and not merely as ne present con- 
troversies in Anglicanism, The Auditor had 
shown hie positive reasons for optimistic faith 
in the future of Protestantism, and nót merely 
confined himself to pouring hostile criticism 
on the Roman Catholic Cnurch or on any- 
thing believed to approximate to its character- 
istics, The whole subject should be treated 
philosophically, and they should get above the 
obscuring merits of party passion. 

In a country like Ireland this was navti' 
cularly, hard to do. What was needed in 
these questions wae fairness of mind. The 
points in Protestantism which were its 
strength, but also its weakness when con- 
sidered alone, were (a) immediacy, (b) ye 
to the Bible as the sole standard. The Bible 
was. given in the bosom of the Church, and 
could -not be understood apart from it, (c) 
right of private judgment, but judgments 
were worth nothing unless they were informed 
—(d) toleration. This was a most difficult 
problem. Historically, they owed toleration 
much more to weariness of controversy and 
political considerations, and to the opponents 
of dogma, than to Churches with doctrinal
